Foresee Heavy Expenditures 


Lions Swimming Pool 
Shows Operating Deficit 


With the last bill for the 1961 
swimming season having now been 
paid, it appears that the deficit 
for the year in operating of the 
swimming pool is no worse than 
had been expected. The Vulcan 
and District Memorial Swimming 
Pool has always been operated at 
a loss by the Vulcan Lions Club in 
order that admission prices would 
be reasonable and no children ever 
prevented from using the pool for 
this reason. The season ticket 
prices of $3.00 for children, $5.00 
for students, and $6.00 for adults, 
in effect in 1961 are not expected 
to be changed for the forthcoming 
season. In addition to persons who 
paid daily admissions there were 
712 season tickets sold, made up 
of 45 adults, 95 students and 163 
children from the Town of Vul¬ 
can; and 40 adults, 131 students 
and 238 children from the rural 
areas of the county. 

Between the time the pool clos¬ 
ed on Sept. 7, 1960 and opened 

Club transferred $691.64 from the 
club pool activities to the swim¬ 
ming pool, which, together with 
donations of $420 received from 
the sources described below In the 
statement, permitted the pool to 


be opened with a bank balance of 
$1,111.64. Since the pool was open¬ 
ed a further donation of $25 was 
received, but as the season drew 
to a close the Lions realized that 
the Swimming Pool bank account 
was running dry and another $500 
was then transferred to the pool. 
The total deficit for the year as 
shown by the statement below 
amounts to $1,627.93. (Add dona¬ 
tions, subtract bank balance.) 

After presenting the problem of 
continuing deficits to the Councils 
of the County of Vulcan, and the 
Town of Vulcan, the Lions Club 
was assured that for the 1962 sea¬ 
son the load on the Lions Club 
would be lightened to the extent 
of a grant from the county of $500 
and from the Town of Vulcan a 
cash grant of $250 and utilities' 
services to the value of another 
$250. 

This does not necessarily mean 
that the Lions Club will not be 
putting as much /noney into the 
operation of the pool in 1962, In 
fact it is feared that considerable 
expense will be incurred in exten¬ 
sive repairs to some of the major 
equipment at the pool before com¬ 
mencing the 1962 season.

Hallowe’en deviltry went beyond 
the prank stage this year and 
charges are pending toy Vulcan 
police in connection with two acts 
of vandalism. 

A thermo-pane window at the 
home of a Vulcan resident was 
penetrated by a pellet from a B-B 
gun and the windshield of Bert 
Daniels’ pick-up truck was smash¬ 
ed. 

A third window, one in the kit¬ 
chen of the Ron Beuhler home was 
another ruined by the same type 
of weapon while at least one other 
home has windows damaged but it 
is not known what the cause is or 
when the breakage may have 
occurred. 

The home window broken is a 
large living room type and the 
shot penetrated two of the three 
panes and damaged the third. Cost 
of the window Is roughly $250, not 
including installation charges. 
Police are holding two weapons 
and investigations are continuing. 

The truck of Bert Daniels’ was 
parked in the driveway by his 
home and the owner could give 
no explanation as to the reason 
behind such damage. Cost of a 
new windshield is approximately 
$75.00. 

Police Chief J. L. Moyer des¬ 
cribed this as the worst Hallo¬ 
we’en in his nine years in Vulcan. 
Cars and trucks belonging to 
young people from Vulcan and 
surrounding communities roamed 
town streets through the evening 
and were finally dispersed by 
police at midnight. 

The usual amount of egg throw¬ 
ing was done around town and a 
number of chickens were stolen 
from farms and thrown out on the 
streets, some being run over by 
TBIT" 

The district outside of town ap¬ 
pears to have spent a much 
quieter Hallowe’en judging from 
the few complaints received. Most 
serious reported was the case of 
pranksters in the east country who 
put a dead skunk into a car, ruin¬ 
ing the seat and upholstery. 

The young folk of the town and 
district, for whom the night is in¬ 


tended had festivities almost cut 
short by the cold wind which came 
in during the supper hour and re¬ 
sulted in the overnight snowfall. 
One home which must be every¬ 
one's route handled over 200 cal¬ 
lers through the rvenlng while 
others gave treats to 80 or 70 
youngsters. 

Former Resident

A well known former resident 
of the Vulcan district, William 
John Bittorf died at Calgary on 
Oct. 24, 1961, after a lengthy ill¬ 
ness. He was 79 years of age. 

Born at Chesley, Ont., Mr. Bit¬ 
torf lived at Warner, Alta, from 
1908 to 1914, when he home¬ 
steaded at Etzikom, Alta. He mov¬ 
ed to the Vulcan district in 1927 
and farmed here until he retired 
in 1943 and moved to Calgary. He 
was a member of Central United 
Church and a 50-year member of 
the Maccabees Lodge. 

Surviving are six sons, William 
and Stewart of Calgary, Wilfred of 
Milo, Lloyd of Banff, Ralph at 
Drayton Valley and Keith at Kim¬ 
berly, B.C.; two daughters, Mrs. 
M. P. (Mae) Christensen, Drayton 
Valley, and Mrs. J. E. (Bernice) 
Dewar, Lethbridge; three sisters, 
Mrs. Bill (Minnie) Peters and Mrs. 
V. F. (Mary) Speir, both of Cal¬ 
gary and Mrs. Angeline Wismer, 
Vulcan. There are 21 grandchild¬ 
ren. Mr. Bittorf was predeceased 
by one brother, George, at Edmon¬ 
ton in 1960.

Cow Killed — Pheasant Hunters Thought Guilty 


A stock cow in calf, one of the 
herd of 67 on the Floyd Atkinson 
farm west of town, was shot re¬ 
cently and the farmer and his son 
Gale are left with pheasant 
hunters to point to as the culprits. 

The cow was found two weeks 
ago about one-quarter of a mile 
east of the farm along Connemara 
road, along a pasture fence line, 
200 yards in from the main high¬ 
way. Just to the east and in the 
adjacent field to the cattle is a 
clump of willows and bush to 
which thc eatttp go at night. 

Gale Atkinson said farming was 
almost suspended during the open¬ 
ing days of hunting in order to 
patrol their posted land and keep 
hunters away from the stock. The 
area was chocked until dark the 
day of the shooting. From the 


amount of bleeding around the 
neck region it was felt the animal 
may have been struck by a .22 
bullet. 

One disappointing feature found 
by the Atkinsons is that of the 
hundreds of hunters who have 
driven the property, only one 
stopped to ask permission. 

The value of the four-year-old 
cow is between two and three 
hundred dollars and chances of any 
financial reco v ery of their iosa are 
practically nil. The increase of one 
dollar in 1961 hunting licences con¬ 
cerns retribution to farmers suf¬ 
fering crop damage by ducks and 
other' migratory birds, etc., but 
does not apply to this type of loss 
suffered by the Atkinsons.

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Agricultural Problems 

The trend to large-scale farming in Canada is 
“raising serious problems,” the Canadian Imperial 
Bank of Commerce says in its current commercial 
letter. 

The most important aspects are. 

• First, the trend to larger farms is resulting in 
higher yields and “Canadian farmers are now capable 
of producing surpluses in nearly all lines of our 
agriculture.” 

• Second, the number of farms is decreasing 
much more rapidly than was anticipated by the Gor¬ 
don Report, though total acreage remains fairly 
constant. 

“The increase in the tempo and extent of change 
is making (the small farmer’s) adjustment to it that 
much more difficult,” the letter say3. 

The Gordon Commission foresaw a decline in the 
number of farms to about 540,000 by 1980. It is now 
estimated the number will be only about 475,000. 

While the number of farms is decreasing, yields 
are increasing. And though the export picture, parti¬ 
cularly in wheat, is a happy one this year, the common 
market, and the United Kingdom’s possible entry into 
it, pose a serious threat to our export markets. 

“The common market countries (Belgium, France, 
Germany, Italy, Luxembourg, and The Netherlands’ 
took some 16 per cent of our agricultural exports in 
1960, while the United Kingdom took another 30 per 
cent . . . together valued at about $438 million.” 

Canada now has tariff-free entry into the UK and 
a competitive position in the common market 
countries. 

But one of the goals of the common market is to 
establish a |‘distinctly restrictive and protectionist” 
economic policy, the letter says. 

“This could be serious enough if it applied only 
to the six original members; if it is to apply also to 
the UK ... it would be that much more serious.” 

Much of Canada’s agricultural production was 
off this year in comparison with I960 — largely be¬ 
cause of the uneven weather conditions that included 
the worst drought on the prairies since the 1930’s. 

However, owing to a combination of a bad sea¬ 
son and sales to new markets in China and Eastern 
Europe, it is likely that for the first time since 1951- 
52, grain deliveries may be placed on open quotas 
well ahead of the current crop year’s end in most, or 
all, the prairie delivery points.
